S° ICH was the hon efty of thefe traders, that bags | 
 ) of money circulated and ticketed and fealed 
by the bankers would circulate for years, without 
ever being counted or weighed. Fortunes were 
proportionoble to the eafe with which they were ac- 
quired by induttry. ‘Thofe of five or fix millions 
were not uncemmon, and feme were even more 
confiderable. 
Thefe fortunes were moftly peffeffed by the Ba- 
nians, afet of traders noted for their honefty +. 
A few moments were enough for them to tranfact 
the moft important bufinefs. In the moft iutricate 
difcuffions, they preferved an evennefs of temper and 
politenefs which can hardly be conceived. 
Their children, who affifted at all bargains, were 
early trained up to this gentlenefs of manners, fcarce 
had they a dawning of reafon, but they were in- 
itiated into all the myfteries of trade. It was a com- 
mon thing to feea child of ten or twelve years old 
able to fupply his fathers place in trade. What a 
contrait, what a difference between this and the 
education of our children ; and yet,: what a contraft 
between the attainments of the Indians, afd the 
progrefs of cur knowledge! 

Such ef the Banians as had Abyffinian flaves, and 
very few of thefe gooenatured men had any, treat- 
ed them with fuch herite nit ty as muft appear very 
fingulartous. ‘They brought them up, as if they 
had been of their ov n family, trained them to bu-

the princ'ples of their religion from eating meat or 
drinking ftro: g liquors, they lived upon fruits, and 
a few plain difhes. ‘They never departed frorn 
this frugality but upon the fettiement of their chil- 
dren. ‘On this fingle occafion, no coft was fpared 
for the enterntainment, or for the mufic, dancing, 
and fireworks. ‘heir whole ambition was to teil 
how much their wedding had coft. Sometimes it 
amounted to a hundred thoufand crowns. 

Their very women had a tafte for this fimplicity 
of manners. All their glory confified in pleafing 
their hufbands. Perhaps, the great veneration in 
which they held the nuptial tie arofe from the cuf- 
tom of engaging them in their earlieft infancy. 
That fentiment was in their opinion the moft facred 
part ef religion. Never did they allow thenvJelves 
the leaft converfation, with ftrangers. Lefs referve 
would not have fatisfied their hufbands, who could 
not hear without aftonifhment, of the familiarity 
which prevailed between the two fexes in Europe. 
When they were told that this freedom was attend- 
ed with no ill confequence, they would not believe 
it, but fhook their heads, and anfwered by one of 
their proverbs, which fignifies, that if you bring 
butter teonear the fire, you can hardly keep it from 
melting. 

Excepting the Moguls, who were in poffeffion of 
all the places under the government, who were very 
extravagant in their ftables, their baths, and their 
feraglios, and ran inte every kind of indulgence to 
drown the fenfe of the defpotifm under which they 
lived, all the merchants of Surat conformed to the 
frurality of the Banians, as far as the difference of 
religion would admit. Their greateft expence was 
the embellifhment of their houfes. 

Thefe were conftruéted in the beft manner to 
guard againit the heat ot the climate. ‘The outfide 
walls were covered with beautiful wainfcotinz, and 
the infide ones inlaidwith porcelain. ihe pains of 
their windows were of fhell or mother pearl, which 
tempered. the glare of the fun without too much ob- 
firucting the light. The apartments are prettily 
difpofed and furnifhed, fuitabiy according to 
the cuftoms of the country; and in one of the 
rooms is a fountain of water, fpouting up from a 

marble bafon, whefe gende murmurs invited the
